FROM THE FAR NORTH. 


The following letter has been re- 
ceived by the BuLtetin from Fletcher 
Bredin at Fort Wrigley, on the Mac- 
kenzie River. The letter was written 
on the 15th of March and took over 
three months to reach its destination : 


“T have a chance to send you a 


|few lines by Mr. D. T. Hanbury, an 


Englishman who has made a successful 
musk ox hunt on.the Barren Lands, 
and is now returning, by dog train, 
up the Liard River and over the 
mountains to the mouth of the Stickeen 
We reached here on the 9th 
Had a fine open fall. Ice 
began to run in the Mackenzie on the 
last of October and the river closed 
over on the 19th of November. Havé 
had a beautiful winter so far. More 
like Alberta weather, than what one 
would expect to experience in this 


| northern latitude, the 63rd_ parallel. 
considerabie misunderstanding and the | 


Rabbits have been scarce all along 
the Mackenzie, and there has been a 
great destitution amongst the In- 
dians. One Indian from this place 
starved to death. It has been a poor 
winter for fur. The martin crop will 
not be one fourth of what it was last 
winter. From Peel River to Slave 
lake there has been more or less_ star- 
vation for the last three months and 
the Indians have been unable to do 
much trapping. This country badly 
needs government supervision. This 
letter leaves the members of our party 
all well.” 


CROW’S NEST PASS CONSTRUC- 
TION. 


A despatch from Montreal states 
that Vice-President Shaughnessy says 
now that the Crow’s Nest: Pass legisla- 
tion has been completed the work of 
construction will be pushed with the 
utmost rapidity. Mr. M. J. Haney, 
who has entire charge of construction, 
will at once let the work out in small 
contracts so as to expedite the work. 
The company calculate on having 125 
miles completed in December, or in 
other words expect to be across the 
summit before the snow falls. 


A comment in the Free Press adds : 
While no authoritive information is 
available here as to commencement of 
work on the Crow’s Nest Pass railway, 
it is generally expected in local railway 
circles that there will be a rush west- 
ward within a few days, and that work 
will be in active operation in less than 
ten days. It is thought probable that 
Vice-President Shaughnessy will be 
coming west early next week, and may 
arrive here at the same time as Mr. 
Haney, who is to be superintendent of 
construction. Whiie negotiations were 
in progress with the government, the 
company at the same time made pre- 
parations for construction, so that all 
preliminaries are now practically fin- 
ished, and everything ready for begin- 
ning work, Surveyors have been in 
the field for weeks, and the line is 
located a considerable distance west of 
Lethbridge, while engineering parties 
are now working through the pass. 
Not only has progress been made in the 
surveys, but much of the material is 
also on hand for construction. During 
the winter ties were got oat in the 
mountains, and are ready to be shipped 
to Lethbridge and Macleod, from which 
points construction will be prosecuted. 
Local contractors are hopeful of secur- 
ing work on the line, and have their 
outfits ready to ship west; and work- 
men expect that in a few days there 
will be a demand for laborers.

A By-Law respecting the cost of certain local im- 
provements made Curing the current year. 


Whereas, under and in pursuance of the provis- 
ions of ‘‘ The Municipal Ordinance,” Part 7, Section 
5, & petition duly signed, was presented to the 
Municipal Council of the Municipality of the Town 
ot Edmonton, asking that there made as a local 
improvement, a plank sidewalk, six feet wide, 
With the usual crossings, upon the east side of 
Namayo Avenue, -one of the public streets cf 
the Muricipality, from the south-west corner 
of Lot 32, in Biock 3, in River Lot 12, Edmonton, 
to the north-west corner of Lot 21, in Block 32, 
in the same River Lot. 


And whereas, the said local improyement has 
been made, the expenditure therefor haying been 
met by means of temporary advances or loans 
effected in pursuance of ** The Municipal Ordinance,” 
Part 7, Section 3, sub-section (4). 


And wher.as, in order to provide means for the 
repaying cf the said temporary advances or loans, 
it is bow necessary to ascertain what portion, if any, 
of the cost of the said local improvement, shon'd be 
borne by the Municipality at large, and what is the 
probable life of the said jocal improvenient and to 
provide for the assessment by way of special front- 
age assessment of the cost or portior of the cost of 
the said local improvement, upon the lands fro ting 
oa the street or place whereon, or wherein the said 
local improvement has been made, and for tho 
levying of such cost or portion thereof, by a special 
rate upon such lands, and ‘or regulating the time or 
times, and manner in which the rates for the said 
local improvement are to ke paid. 


Therefore, the Mayor and Council of the Munici- 
pality of the Town of Edmonton, in council 
assem bied, enact as fellows : 


1. The Standing Committee of the Council on 
Public Works shall forthwith consider the said 
petition, and the resolutions of the Council passed 
in respect thersof, and the werk actually done in 
pursuance thereof, and the accounts of the ex- 
penditure made therefor, and all the other matters 
necessary to enable the said committee to make a 
report to the Couccil which shall set forth and 
certify : 

(a) The probable lifetime of the siid improve- 


; ment. 


(b) The actual cost of the said improvement. 

(c) The portion (if any) of the cost to be borne 
by the Municipality at large. 

(d) The portion of the cest to be provided by 
special frontage assessment. 

{e) The ‘rontage of the property upon which the 
special frontage assessment. is to be levied, stated in 
lineal feet. 

(f{) The rates of special frontage assessment per 
foot frontage. 

(zg) The amount chargeable to each lot or parcel 
of land assessed according to the rate per foot 
frontage. 

(hb) The value of the land chargeable with the 


| special frontage rate (exclusive of all improvements 


thereon). 


2. The Council shall forthwith consider the said 
report and adopt the same, with such amendments, 
if any, as they shall deem proper, and thereupon, 
the seycral properties affec’e1 are hereby declavei 
to be assessed, and the assessor of the Municipality 
is hereby directed to assess the same in acourdance 
with the terns ef the report so adopted. 


3. The time and manner of payment cf the 
amepnt of the assessment, chail be as fellows: The

vumber of equal consecutive annual payments as 
shall correspond with the number of years which 
shall have been certified to be tke probable lifetime 
of the improvement, together with a further equal 
annual sum, such that the total annual payment 
shail be sufficient to cover the annyal interest on the 


| principal, at the rate of six per cent., payabie half 


yearly, and to forin a sinking fund for the payment 
of the principal, based ou a calculation of interest 
being received therecn at the rate ef five per cent. 
yearly. 

4. Assoonas the Council shali have appoiuted 
a tine and place when and where the Council will 
sit as a Court of Revision fer the confirmation of the 
special frontage assessment so made (which the 


| Council shall forthwith do by resolution) the 


assessor of the Municipality shall give notice to all 
parties interested, im pursuance of the Municipal 
Ordinance, Part 7, Section 10, which notice may be 
in the form or to the effect of Schedulo A. to this 
By-Law.
